Clock Without a Spring 
A unique timepiece baa recently 
been invented by Eugene Walser, a 
watchmaker In Los Angeles. Four 
years of work has perfected a clock 
which keeps accurate time, but is 
without a spring in It* makeup. The 
motive power 1s gained by the clock 
rolling down an incline, regulated by 
a wonderful arrangement of weights 
on the inside of the clock. There Is 
no winding to be done, bat every 30 
days the clock Is lifted to the top of 
the incline and begins to slide down¬ 
ward.
